CHRISTIANIZING  PROPERTY. 

This  means  Socializing  Property,  and 
neither  in  the  letter  nor  the  spirit  of 
Christ's  teachings  can  we  find  anything 
that  makes  the  slightest  exception  to  this 
statement.  The  property  of  saints  must 
become  an  element  in  the  Communion  of 
Saints.  The  question  as  to  how  this  is  to 
be  done  is  one  that  challenges  every 
thoughtful  mind  that  has  progressed  far 
enough  in  social  knowledge  to  see  the  de¬ 
sirability,  or  rather  the  social  necessity,  of 
it.  The  great  work  of  Christianity,  the 
work  of  unifying  humanity,  is  inseparably 
bound  up  in  the  problems  of  property. 
Property  must  be  Christ  ianized,  or  else  it 
will  keep  its  owners  and  those  who  sin  for 
the  lack  of  it,  out  of  the  kingdom  of 
Heaven.  Private  property  is  an  institution 
of  our  unchristian  civilization  which  put! 
barriers  between  man  ami  man,  sets  every 
man  against  his  neighbor  as  an  aggressor 
to  get  from,  and  a  defender  to  keep  from, 
liters  all  that  is  possible.  Private  prop¬ 
erty  is  the  great  bulwark  of  s*lfislme.s 
inspiring  and  nursing  it,  is  anti-altruistic  in 
all  its  tendencies  and  influences,  help; 
make  human  brotherhood  the  empty  name 
of  a  farce,  cultivates  the  deepest  and  dark¬ 
est  passions  of  the  human  soul  and  pro¬ 
vokes  the  blackest  crimes  known  to  the 
human  heart.  The  institution  of  private 
property  has  smeared  the  pages  of  political 
and  industrial  history  uitli  human  blood. 
And  this  institution,  with  its  record  blacker 
than  all  the  atrocities  of  slavery,  which  was 
but  .1  part  of  it,  and  with  its  power  to 
dwarf  and  crush  out  human  life  greater 
than  the  power  of  armies  which  have  been 
its  tools,  this  institution  must  be  rejected, 
and  supplanted  by  the  nobler,  better, 
diviner  institution  of  common  property. 
As  surely  as  men  shall  walk  in  the  way  of 
life  which  leads  to  human  brotherhood,  the 
fences  between  mine  and  thine  shall  be 
broken  down,  and  the  things  of  life  shall 
be  brought  together  for  society,  as  such,  to 
own,  useand  operate. 

And  this  will  be 'done  s'pontinlously,  not 
by  law  nor  by  force  of  any  kind,  but  as  a 
glad  outpouring  of  love  dictated  by  the 
indwelling  spirit  of  God.  For  the  success¬ 
ful  socialization  of  property  depends  on  the 
attainment  of  social  incarnation.  Com¬ 
munism  without  the  Kingdom  of  God  is 
more  dangerous  than  Anarchy,  Union 
and  association  only  enhance  danger  if  any 
attempt  is  made  to  keep  at  the  same  time 
selfishness,  hatred  or  any  other  social  ex¬ 
plosive.  Without  the  Kingdom  of  Love 
men  ac$  safe  in  proportion  as  they  are 
isolated.  Asv  that  kingdom  comes  they 
enter  into  fellowship.  The  prophecy  of 
that  Kingdom  established  is  that  we  shall 
all  be  one.  But  we  shall  never  be  united 
in  Christ  while  private  property  divides  us. 
Such  union,  however,  is  coming,  and  every 
obstacle  in  its  way  will  be  upturned.  The 
Kingdom  of  Heaven  is  coming  on  earth. 


COMMUTEKS  INDIGNANT.  } 

A  Barb  Wire  Fence  Shuts  them  Off 
From  the  Station. 

Tre  RECORD  has  been  requested  to  in¬ 
spect  and  ‘‘write  up”  a  certain  wonderful 
fence  in  Glen  Ridge,  the  construction  of 
which,  by  spasras.and  spurts,  has  been  going 
on  the  past  six  weeks,  exciting  alternately 
curiosity'  and  indifference,  and  latterly  the 
derision  and  indignation  of  commuters  and 
residents  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Glen  Kidge 
station  on  the  Erie  branch.

This  interdiction 
from  the  Borough  Council  for  a  time  put 
a  stop  to  the  scheme  and  the  commuters 
who  reside  on  Ridgewood  and  Emrest  ave¬ 
nues  were  still  able  to  reach  theNstation 
conveniently  by  walking  along  the  edge  of 
the  cut.  Then,  to  prevent  this,  travel  in  that 
direction  was  cut  off  or  made  dangerous  by 
setting  posts  along  (he  edge  of  the  cut  and 
stringing  barbed  wire  upon  them. 

The  same  obnoxious,  bristling,  ferocious, 
diabolical  and  murderous  material  has  been 
stretched  from  bottom  to  top  on  a  short 
line  of  posts  running  from  the  railroad  cul¬ 
vert  along  the  sidewalk  of  Wildwood  ter¬ 
race  to  the  corner  of  Benson  street,  where 
the  Borough  authorities  stopped  the  setting 
of  posts  a  month  ago.  This  section  of  the 
fence,  in  fact  the  whole  contrivance,  is  in¬ 
tended  to  annoy  and  bulldoze  the  public, 
and  especially  to  insult  the  Borough!

more  eairncst  and  steadfast  for  the  truth. 

But  the  Doctor  himself  tacitly  admits 
that  the  prognosis  is  not  hopeless  when  he 
says :  “The  .people,  when  (hey  have  a 
chance  to  speak  their  real  convictions  are 
seldom  wrong."  And  in  that  truth  lies  the 
hope  of  America.  The  people  may  he  led 
by  false  guides  for  a  long  while ;  but  as 
Lincoln  said,  “you  cannot  fool  all  the  peo¬ 
ple  all  the  time."  So  long  at  that  shall  re¬ 
main  true— and  it  ought  to  boTrue  forever 
in  a  land  of  fflee  schools — government  of 
the  people  by  the  people  will  notT^rikh 
from  our  part  of  the  earth. — Phila.  Rfeord.
